The methods by which these ex- 


travagant prices were rendered pos- 
sible consisted originally in juggled 
specifications, which few could un- 
derstand, and in the award of con- 
tracts to favored bidders, with a total 
disregard as to whether they were 
the lowest bidders. 
This policy was 


pursued until one firm of bidders 
whose bid, while a low one, had been 
rejected, a higher bidder being given 
the contract, took the case into court, 
securing the annulment of the award. 
This compelled an appearance of com- 
pliance with the law, which proved to 
be an appearance only. The fighting 
firm of contractors were given one 
contract, which seems to have satis- 
fied them, as they at once became 
high bidders upon all future con- 
tracts. The award of contracts to the 
high and favored bidders in the early 
stage of the filtration proceedings 
served to discourage outside bidders, 
and with the one fighting-firm taken 
care of, real competition ceased. 
It 


is an astonishing feature of the bid- 
ding for the sand contracts, -which 
were the largest that had ever been 
awarded in Philadelphia or else- 
where in the United States that not 
a single firm of sanddealers partici- 
pated in the bidding, although there 
were a dozen or more of reputable 
and thoroughly-competent dealers in 
this article in the city. The method 
by which one firm was induced to re- 
frain from bidding bordered on the 
criminal.

On April 20, 1890, councils adopt- 


ed a resolution creating a board of 
vater commissioners, to be appointed

appointed by the Mayor were Ru- 
lolph Hering, Joseph M. Wilson and 
Samuel M. Gray. These commission- 
ers were widely-known, skilled engi- 
neers, one of them being at the time, 
and another had been, a resident of 
Philadelphia. They were acquainted, 
therefore, not only with the extent 
of the existing water-plant, but with 
the topography of the city and its 
surroundings, and could estimate in- 
telligently and with expert knowl- 
edge the engineering difficulties to be 
encountered. Furthermore, they were 
familiar with the existing sand-filtra- 
.._n plants, both in this country and 
abroad, and had access to all neces- 
sary information as to cost of con- 
struction and length of time neces- 
sary for the complete installation of 
the plant. In addition to information 
derivable from their own personal 
knowledge, they had the competent 
assistance of Mr. J. C. Trautwine, Jr., 
then chief of the water bureau, who 
had already carefully studied the sub- 
ject of purifying the city's water- 
supply, and made at least two previ- 
ous reports to councils embodying 
his recommendations.

possible increase in wages, cost of 
materials and unforeseen difficulties 
of construction.

Home rule for Ireland, which coun- 


try for more than a eentury has been 
reduced among the nations of the 
earth by British oppression to the 
lowest order, now seems assured. 


The measure evolved by Sir Henry 


Campbell-Bannerman is broader in 
many respects than that for which 
England's "Grand Old Man," William 
E. Gladstone, so valiantly fought in 
his declining years, and having the 
sanction of King Edward and the 
support of John Redmond as well as 
the backing of the Liberal, Radical, 
Labor and National parties in the 
House of Commons, it may not be 
safe for the hereditary legislators of 
the House of Lords to enter too 
strong a protest.

The Boring: of Gln-ss. 


Strong glass plates are bored through 


by moans of rotating brass tubes of 
the necessary diameter, which are 
filled with water during boring. To 
the water there is added finely pul- 
verized emery.

The first step towards making the 


filtration enterprise a carnival of 
graft for politicians and contractors, 
in short a scheme for filtering money 
from the treasury, rather than a sen- 
sible method of filtering impurities 
from the water, was the dismissal of 
the engineers who tad made the re- 
port, as well as the competent engi- 
neer who was chief of the water 
bureau, who assisted 
in its prepara- 


tion, and the appointment in his 
place of an engineer brought from 
another city, whose only practical 
achievement in water purification had 


it will neither hold water when filled 
from within, nor shed water from 
without when it is empty; in other 
words it leaks both ways, just accord- 
ing to whether the inward or outward 
pressure is the greater. Such a piece 
of costly and useless hydraulic con- 
struction as the Torresdale conduit, 
built at a total cost of $1,350,000, 
could not be duplicated in the wide 
universe. 
But the extravagant 
and long- 


drawn out filter job was not the only, 
nor even the worst, project of graft 
for which the Ashbridge administra- 
tion was responsible. 
The building 


of a costly boulevard three hundred 
feet wide and ten miles long, through 
open farm-lands, which could for a 
half century to come be of no prac- 
tical benefit to anybody except a lot 
of real-estate speculators, and which 
is likely to cost at least $10,000,000, 
was fastened upon the taxpayers of 
the city in the closing days of the 
Ashbridge administration. 
By a jug- 


gled set of specifications prepared be- 
fore the ordinance authorizing the 
opening of a foot of the proposed 
ooulevard had been passed, bids were 
iavited for all the work of opening 
and improving this expensive drive- 
way to nowhere in particular, and 
the ordinance, which was passed after 
the bids had been opened, made the 
contract a continuous one, giving con- 
tractor McNichpl, to whom it was 
awarded, a blanket-mortgage on the 
whole undertaking, whether the time 
necessary for its completion should 
be two years or twenty-five. 


These omnibus specifications pre- 


vented the completion of contractors 
whose business was that of grading; 
of others who devoted themselves to 
paving and sidewalk construction, as 
well as of'nurserymen, who make a 
profession of tree and shrubbery 
planting and landscape gardening. 


As a result of this suppression of 


competition, contractor McNichol gets 
eighty-three cents per cubic yard for 
grading, the ordinary price of which 
is about thirty cents. 
The contract 


includes, also, a tree-and- shrubbery 
item, v.hich will ultimately amount 
to $250,000'at the contract rates, 
and which any one of a half dozen 
competent nurserymen located with- 
n a few miles of Philadelphia would 
ave been glad to have furnished for 
alt the money, and even less. 
As 


illustration of the graft in this 


eature, the section of the boulevard 
[ready completed contains several 
lots of California privet, for which 
Lie contractor gets sixty cents a 
laut, while the nurserymen's cata- 


100 pounds. Wheat bran, (or which 
the lowest bid was,ninety-nine cents 
per 100 pounds, was furnished at 
SI 55% per hundred pounds, and so 
on .to the end of the chapter. The 
lowest bidder was a responsible deal- 
er who would have made from ten 
to fifteen per cent, above wholesale 
rates if he had been awarded the con- 
tract. 
His bid was rejected, how- 


ever, for that of a favored contrac- 
tor 'whose profits ranged from fifty 
to eighty or ninety per cent. 
These 


instances of costly favoritism to fil- 
ter, boulevard, and feed-contractors 
were not isolated ones; they are cited 
simply as examples or the policy of 
illegal, as well as unjustifiable, fav- 
oritism 
and 
extravagances 
which 


characterized 
every department of 


public expenditure during the period 
in which Samuel H. Ashbridge and 
his coterie of boodlinfj politicians and 
contractors rioted with the public 
funds. 


It is interesting to diverge at this 


point from our story and pay atten- 
tion to an important bill just passed 
at Harrisburg. 


The Legislature 
adjourned 
on 


April 13, and it is no exaggeration 
to say that it is impossible to find 
its counterpart in any state of the 
Union. For cowardly submission to 
the "three-man-power" that wields 
a political bludgeon unparalleled in 
our history, the vast majority o£ our 
"so-called" legislators cannot be 
matched. In the place o{ a delibera- 
tive body with high aims for tne puo- 
lic good, we find an aggregation of 
cringing tools, who, lower Jn abject 
servitude 
than, "Helots"—because 


more intelligent—obeyed their mas- 
ters' behests without flinching. Their 
votes were ever at the command of 
the leaders, and when the small num- 
ber of the "unshackled" was at times 
reinforced by enough casual ."insur- 
gents" to endanger the passage of a 
bill, recourse was had to the pad- 
ding of the roll-call, in which the 
participants are experts.

A few weeks before adjournment 


(March 27th,) the Organization ap- 
peared like "a thief »t night," and 
sneaked into the Legislature a bill 
of which no one outside the few in- 
itiated masters had any knowledge. 
This bill was intended to shear the 
Mayor of Philadelphia of all power, 
by "taking from him and conferring

unanimous consent to introduce bills 
at that stage of the session, and if 
the object at the bill had been known 
it could not* have been placed upon 
the calendar.

only by whipping into line the mem- 
bers who depended upon the Organi- 
zation for appropriations of money 
to their respective districts.

Let us see how this unholy alliano.6 


of Machine, Railroad and Oil Trust has 
affected you in Pittsburg, and seeing, 
I ask you to say if my long fight has 
not also been in your interests and in 
the interests of the general public. 


In our stress in the oil region in 


1868 we tried to get a free pipe line for 
the public good. The combine after a 
bitter fight finally granted us the right 
under eminent domain to construct a 
pipe line, but only to the Pennsylvania 
railroad, which was at that time the 
only railroad in the oil region. Tom 
Scott, of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
said to the committee representing the 
producers at Harrlamirg: "You may 
have a law to construct pipe linos in 
eight counties only, viz,: 
Crawford, 


Erie, Forest, Warren. Vennngo, Butler, 
Clarion and Armstrong, but you must 
not construct ii lino Into Allegheny 
county or within ono milo of tho atato 
line. Thus did the loglalnturu controlled 
by the 
Pennsylvania railroad 
ahul

in Plttsburg than at tho coast, and 
Pittsburg was a much bottor dlatrthut- 
ing point than either Now York or 
Philadelphia, while both rollnod and 
crude uould be piped to tho seaboard 
for foreign shipment at loss wist than 
the transportation of t'Onl to Ihf ami- 
board for fuel purpnsoa aud tho truntj- 
portation of tho refined back to your 
city for distribution. 


Look at the magnitude of the de- 


struction and the injury to ritlsbiirg! 


In 1S67 there wore 5S refineries In 


this city. Tho Standard crushed, dis- 
mantled or moved away all of them 
and it drove from business in this sate 
upwards of 260 refineries. 


Out of 28.250,021 gallons of oil export- 


ed from this country in 1867, Pitts- 
burg shipped east 97.47 per cent, or a 
yearly average from 1863 to 1867 of 
511,0000,000 in value. 
After 1S67 the 


Standard and the Pennsylvania rail- 
road rapidly crushed the Pittsburg re- 
fining and export trade so that event- 
ually Pittsburg had neither, anu r>GT 
the city ships no export oil at ah. 


In 1874 the railroads established a 


rate of $1.90 per barriel for oil to New 
York for all refineries, whether Pitts- 
burg, Cleveland or the oil regions. But, 
as usual, the Standard received a re- 
bate of 64^ cents from Cleveland, a 
secret rebate which Pittsburg refiners 
did not receive. 


At all events, Pittsburg was deprived 


of its natural advantage of 250 miles 
nearer haul, virtually prohibiting the 
Pittsburg export trade. Rates were so 
levied that all crude brought to Pitts- 
burg over the Allegheny Valley must 
when refined, go east over the Penn- 
sylvania. A single rate was charged aa 
a whole from the oil region to the sea- 
board, and the Pittsburg refiner was 
required to pay the entire rate, even 
If he shipped his refined oil by another 
route. The object was to prevent the 
B. & 0. from competing for the 
oil 


traffic. 


The Columbia Conduit company con- 


structed a pipe line to the north 
bank of the Allegheny river, when the 
Pennsylvania, acting with the Stand- 
ard, stopped it. An appeal to the leg- 
islature was lost because of the samo 
\nfluence. 


Declaration of Independence. 


When in the course of political 


events it becomes necessary for a peo- 
ple to sever the bonds which have 
united them to a tyrannical oligarchy, 
and declare themselves free and inde- 
pendent, it is fitting that they set forth 
the 'ezi.son for their action. We, there- 
for 
the people of Pennsylvania, de- 


clar^, ourselves free of allegiance to 
the Gang organization for the follow- 
ing reasons: 


They have denied us government tho 


powers of which have been derived 
from the consent of the people, and 
they have ruled in defiance of just pop- 
ular sentiment. 


Experience has shown that, with all 


mankind, the people of Pennsylvania 
have been more disposed to suffer while 
evils were sufferable than to right 
themselves by abolishing the source of 
their wrongs; but when a long train 
of abuses and usurpations, pursuing 
invariably the same corrupt object, has 
evinced a design to reduce the people 
under an absolute despotism of boss 
rule, it is their right, it is their duty, 
to throw off such yoke and provide 
safeguards for their future security. 


The history of the Cameron, Quay 


and Penrose dynasty is a history of re- 
peated injuries and usurpations, among 
which appears no solitary fact to con- 
tradict the uniform iniquity o£ its di- 
rect object to establish a corrupt oli- 
garchy in the state. To prove this, let 
facts be submitted to a candid public. 
They have refused their assent to laws 
the most wholesome and necessary to 
the public good; they have forbidden 
their legislative tools to pass laws of 
immediate and pressing importance, 
and they have refused to enforce laws 
slready passed. 


They have refused to pass laws for 


the accommodation of the people, un- 
less the people would relinquish some 
right to representation, as was shown 
when the iron, coal and oil producers 
of the state sought release from intol- 
erable conditions through the passage 
of just laws. 


They have denied us appropriations 


for hospitals and other public charities 
unless in return they received support 
for their rotten legislation. 


They have called the legislature to- 


gether in extraordinary session, at 
great expense and under duress of fear 
of popular wrath, to undo in part the 
villainous legislation which they h^i 
passed in defiance of public protest. 


They have punished honest legisla- 


tors repeatedly for opposing with man- 
ly firmness their usurpation of the 
rights of the people. 


They have refused for a long time, 


in violation of their oaths, and in de- 
fiance of the constitution, to re-district 
the state. 


They have refused to comply with 


the mandate of the constitution which 
declares that the general assembly 
shall (not may but shall) enforce the 
provisions of the 17th article against 
rebates and discriminatian. 


They have refused to permit honest 


den to be chosen for office and have 
mused others to be elected. 


They have obstructed the adminis- 


tration of justice by protecting evil- 
doers, by packing juries and by ad- 
journing cases from court to court for 
the purpose of fatiguing the people int« 
acquiescence in the miscarriage of jus- 
tice. 


They have influenced officers of the 


law to be lax in the discharge of theil 
duties; by control of nominating con- 
ventions, and by exercise of the ap- 
pointive power they nave made judges 
dependent upon their will. 


They have erected a multitude of new 


offices in order to provide places for 
their henchmen and eat out the sub- 
stance of the people. They have used 
the power of the state to prevent the 
imprisonment of convicted felons. 


They have driven public officials to 


ruin and suicide by forcing them to roll 
the people for the use of the Gang.

system whereby in almost open markel 
men have been .bought and sold, and 
they have fought every honest attempt 
to prohibit or restrain this execrable 
commerce in the honor of the voter. 


To these crimes against the liberties 


of the people they have added the base- 
ness of hypocrisy. 


At every stage of the oppressions 


we have petitioned for redress, and our 
repeated petitions have been answered 
by repeated injuries. 


A machine whose character is thus 


marked by every act which may define 
a tyrant is unfit to be'the representa- 
tive of an honest political party. 


Nor have we, as independent freemen, 


Republicans and Democrats, been want- 
Ing in the spirit lo warn them from 
time to time of the wrath which our 
accumulating wrongs would bring upon 
them. 


We have reminded them of'our cir- 


cumstances and conditions aa the vie- 


tims of an infamous conspiracy be 
tvreen political corruption and corpo 
rate greed. 
We have warned them 


against the attempt of their legislatur 
to inflict unwarrantable injuries; am 
we now appeal to the native integrlt; 
of a common people to disavow th 
usurpation of this infamous oligarchy 
that by a free election we may estab 
Hsh the people in power. All hones 
men will acquiesce in the necessity fo 
the assertion of popular rights an 
renunciation of all allegiance and sub 
jeetion to a base organization which 
masquerades under the name of 
great and honored party. 


They have been deaf to the voice o 


justice; they have profaned the halls 
if legislation; they have debauched the 
elections, they have stuffed the ballo 
boxes and prostituted honorable offici 
to the most degraded service, and they 
are at this very time trying to re-estab- 
lish themselves in power under cover 
of a stolen cloak of respectability. 


A manly spirit bids us forever 


nounce the enemies of society and for- 
ever hold them in the deepest detesta- 
tion. All political connections which 
may heretofore have subsisted between 
honest people and the government oi 
corrupt pretenders are hereby 
dis- 


solved. 


We, therefore, citizens of the com- 


monwealth of Pennsylvania, in com- 
mon cause united, do, by the authority 
of tie people of the state, solemnly 
publish and declare that Pennsylvania 
is by right and ought to be free and in- 
dependent of Machine and corporate 
rule, and we do hereby sever all con- 
nection with it, and we declare that 
allegiance thereto is totally dissolved. 


As free and independent people, we 


shall exercise our political rights; and 
for the support of this declaration we 
mutually pledge ourselves, our fortunes 
and our sacred honor.
